General Antoine Simon, th* 
leader of tiie insurgents, is marching 
tip the peninsula with an army of 5, 
000 men, and a new president, Gen* 
eral le g itim e , has been proclaimed. 
At the last m oment President Alexis 
yielded to the urging of those about 
him and decided to take refuge aboard 
the 
French 
warship. 
A 
salute 
of

guns announced 
his 
de­ 
parture from the palace. 
T housands 
had gathered there early in the da> 
and they had surged around the en 
trances, threatening to tear down the 
w alls to drive out the president and 
h is

All along the route the people ivho 
lined the streets shouted, jeered and 
cursed

It is of the utmost im portance that 
General Simon hasten his march up 
on Port au Prince with his disciplined 
troops, as otherw ise there is great 
likelihood of the many parties now 
organized 
becom ing 
engaged 
in 
an 
armed struggle among th em selv es for 
supremacy. 
T he 
vanguard 
of 
the 
revolution Is tw enty m iles awav and 
General Simon h im self had decided to 
march against Jacm el, thirty m iles to 
the sou th w est of Port au Prince, to 
put und<*r subjection the only town In 
the south that had remained loyal to 
the governm ent. 
Couriers have been 
sent out by the leader« of the m o v e ­ 
ment in this city to inform ihe insur 
gent com m ander in-chief of the occur 
rences of the pa«t twenty-four hours, 
and it is likely that General Simon 
will hurry his forces up to the very 
pates.

Miss Dineen, however, lost the com

by S ta te’s A ttorney English, and the

Itasca, Koochich­ 
ing and Cass counties, cast 12,111 v otes. 
The six ty -first, which takes in Bel­ 
trami, Clearwater, Red Lake, Norman 
and Mahnomen, cast 10,311 v otes. The 
forty -fifth, which includes Anoka, Isan­ 
ti, Mille Lacs and Sherburne counties, 
cast 8 ,331 v otes.

General Antoine Simon, the 
leader of the insurgents, is marching 
np the peninsula with an army of 5,- 
000 men, and a new president, Gen­ 
eral Legitime, has been proclaimed. 
At the last moment President Alexis 
yielded to the urging of those about 
him and decided to take refuge aboard 
the French

of 
twenty-one guns announced his de­ 
parture from the palace. Thousands 
had gathered there early in the day 
and they had surged around the en 
trances, threatening to tear down the 
walls to drive out the president and

So serious was the situation that 
the French minister, M. Carteron, and 
other foreign representatives, togeth­ 
er with members of a special commit­ 
tee, forced themselves upon the presi­ 
dent, who Anally consented to with­ 
draw. Shouts 
greeted 
him 
as 
he 
stepped from the precincts of the pal­ 
ace and into a carriage which had 
been provided. 
M. Carteron, carrying 
the French tricolor, sat beside him 
and the m inister threw the folds of 
the flag over the shoulders of the de­ 
posed president to protect him. 
An 
immense crowd of men and women 
had assembled at the wharf and the 
arrival of the presidential carriage, 
escorted by a battalion of infantry 
and a squadron of cavalry under com­ 
mand of General Hippolite, was the 
signal for wild tumult and riot. 


Cursed the Fallen President. 
All along the route the people who 
lined the streets shouted, jeered and 
cursed at the fallen president, but 
when the landing stage was reached 
the mob lost all restraint. The scene 
was tragic and shameful. 
Infuriated 
women broke through the cordon of 
troops and shrieked the coarsest in­ 
sults into the face of the president, 
who strove bravely to appear undis­ 
mayed. 
They tried to hurl themselves upon 
Alexis and fought with hands and 
feet against the soldiers, who found 
difficulty in forcing them back. 
In or- 
4er to disengage him the t roops dis-

charged their guns, several shots be­ 
ing fired. 
During this time a space 
was cleared and Nord Alexis, with 
the French colors draped about him, 
was hurried aboard a skiff in tow of 
a steam launch, his suite tumbling in­ 
to the skiff after him. As the launch 
drew away three Haytein gunboats 
and the French and American war­ 
ships in the harbor fired a salute to 
the fallen president. 
Just as Nord Alexis was embarking 
a woman succeeded in reaching his 
J side and, drawing a knife, made a 
j sweep at his body. The blow fell 
short, however, and before the woman 
could follow It lip with another she 
was seized by a soldier. A man suc­ 
ceeded in striking the president with 
his fist, but the blow was a glancing 
one on the neck. 
Nord Alexis turned 
to M. Carteron and shaking his head 
said: 
“I told you so, your excellency.” 
A trunk which was left behind on 
the precipitate departure of the presi­ 
dent and his party from the wharf 
was seized upon by the rioters and 
broken open. 
Tt was found to con­ 
tain some $10,000 in gold and 20,000 
Haytein 
gourdes. The 
specie 
was 
scattered about and promptly appro­ 
priated. 
The unrest which ended in the open 
revolt of the residents of Fort au 
Prince had been noticeable for some 
days and it reached its culminating 
point early la the morning, when reg­ 
ularly organized bands of citizens 
moved quietly about the town and 
took possession of various points of 
vantage. 
No shots were fired and the 
only resistance found was th at of the 
president, who barred himself within 
the palace. 
One of the leaders in 
this movement charged that the Amer­ 
ican minister, H. W. FurnlBS, was the 
chief one of those encouraging the 
president to resist and he issued the 
following proclamation: 
“Citizens—The danger is supreme; 
we risk out independence if we do 
not take good care. The old man 
would have given up already were it 
not for the advice of a diplomat who 
is preparing for our annexation. 
A 
clash is expected and this diplomat 
wishes to precipitate one in order to 
have a pretext for colonizing us. Let 
us therefore be docile, yet not supine." 
Deserted by hisigpiinisters, aban­ 
doned by those that he had put into 
high office and reviled by the whole 
population, Alexis had little chance of 
escaping. His guard had tmen reduced 
to a minimum through desertions and 
only a few of the troops remained 
loyal. W hat was left of the three di­ 
visions which had been posted at the 
crossroads to oppose the march of 


General Simon’s “forces, came back 
into the city in disorder. The force 
was made up of soldiers from the 
northern part of the republic and 
these now have fled after having suf­ 
fered civilians to disarm them with­ 
out resistance. 


Catastrophe W as Feared. 


A castastrophe was feared, lf the 
palace was invaded by the populace. 
In such an event, the foreign consuls 
were ready to have landed detach­ 
ments of sailors and marines from the 
warships now in port, in order to pro­ 
tect the interests of the citizens of 
their respective nations. 
A series of 
signals had been arranged from the 
consulates to the warships with this 
in view, but as those who had taken 
charge of th*3 government have also 
taken precautionary measures, war­ 
ship forces were not considered neces- 
»ary ashore. 
All the parties, those of Fouchard, 
Simon, Firmln and Menos, were rep­ 
resented 
on 
the committee 
which 
urged the presidency upon General 
Legitime. 
While accepting the office 
at the first call, General Legitime 
showed some hesitancy in undertak­ 
ing the presidency Rt such a crisis 
He expressed his wish to obtain Gen­ 
eral Simon’s adhesion before definitely 
accepting the office. 
It is of the utmost importance that 
General Simon hasten his march up­ 
on Port au Prince with his disciplined j 
troops, as otherwise there is great 
likelihood of the many parties now 
organized becoming engaged in an 
armed struggle among themselves for 
supremacy. 
The 
vanguard 
of 
the 
revolution is twenty miles away and 
General Simon himself had decided to 
march against Jacmel, thirty miles to 
the southwest of Port au Prince, to 
put under subjection the only town in 
the south that had remained loyal to 
the government. 
Couriers have been 
sent out by the leaders of the move­ 
ment in this city to inform the insur­ 
gent eommarder-in-ohiof of the occur­ 
rences of the past twenty-four hours. 
arid It is likely that General Simon 
will hurry his forces up to the very 
gates.

Testify in the Davis Murder T rial at 
Omaha. 
Omaha, Der. 3.—Two women, Mrs. 
Rustin and Hannah Dineen, a servant 
in the Rustin home, again were the 
principal witnesses in the trial of 
Charles E. Davis, charged with the 
murder of Dr. Frederick Rustin. Mrs. 
Rustin had little difficulty passing the 
severe cross-questioning of Attorney | 
Gurley, who forced her to identify in 
suranee 
policies on her husband’s 
life, which were incontestable in the 
event of the person insured commit­ 
ting suicide. 
Miss Dineen, however, lost the com­ 
posure which characterized her testi­ 
mony at the coroner’s inquest and 
preliminary hearing, and all but col­ 
lapsed during the direct exmaination 
by State’s Attorney English, and the 
session of court was suspended ten 
minutes until she recovered. 
Mi3 Di­ 
neen’s testimony closely corroborated 
that of Mrs. Rustin. and in addition 
she testified to seeing a man of 
whom she gave a description which 
resembled 
that 
of

defendant, 
whom she said she saw standing near 
the Rustin home just before midnight 
when she returned from a visit to her 
sister. 
Technical testimony was given by 
Dr. W. R. Lavender, who performed 
the autopsy on Dr. Rustin’s body. De 
spite the efforts of Davis’ counsel, Dr. 
Lavender was permitted to give expert 
testimony, (luring which he expressed 
the opinion that the shot that killed 
the physician was not self inflicted. 
Several gruesome exhibits were intro 
duced, including .the bullet removed 
from Rustin’s body and the clothing 
he wore.

an hour later.

Todd, Wadena and 
Hubbard counties, in the fifty-third dis­ 
trict, had 8,095 votes. 
Hennepin coun­ 
ty, with seven senators, cast 49,738 
votes, or 7,105 to each senator. The 
three St. Louis county districts cast a 
total of 20,931 votes. On the other 
hand, every county in the first and third 
districts has a senator, and six of them 
cast the following total vote: Dodge, 
2,259; Waseca, 2,913; Nicollet, 2,529; 
Sibley, 3,205; Scott, 3,000; Carver, 3,- 
277; total, 17,183. The people who elect 
six senators in those districts cast few­ 
er votes than it takes to elect two sen­ 
ators in the northern districts referred 
to.

New York, Dec. 8.—The processes 
through which the Standard Oil trust 
was liquidated and Its thirty subsi­ 
diary companies brought under con­ 
trol of the present Standard Oil Opm- 
pany of New Jersey were developed 
in interesting detail by John D. Arch­ 
bold under cross-examination In the 
federal suit to dissolve the Standard 
Oil company. 
Mr. Archbold declared 
that the trust had been liquidated in 
the period of years from 1892 to 1899 
with all good faith to obey the man­ 
dates of the Ohio supreme court or­ 
dering the triiRt dissolved. There was 
no ulterior motive In the fact that 
only about 51 per cent of the trust 
certificates were liquidated into the 
stocks of the 
subsidiary company. 
said Mr. Archbold. 
Small holders de 
dined to liquidate, preferring to re­ 
tain their certificates, which had a 
market value, rather than to obtain 
Infinite small parts In the small minor 
companies. 
Mr. Archbold made It plain under a 
series of questions from government 
counsel that the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of New’ Jersey had been select­ 
ed as the holding company because 
the laws of New Jersey were reason 
able In their treatment of corpora 
tlons. 
All the holders of trust certif" 
cates, after obtaining their pro rat' 
shares In the subsidiary companies 
turned them into the New Jersey com 
puny and received their proportional 
amount of stock. 
The Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, the present 
holding company, is the combination 
which the government is seeking to 
dissolve. 
During the day Mr. Kellogg, for the 
government, succeeded in throwing 
light on the loans made to T. M. j 
Barnsdall of Pittsburg, an Indepen­ 
dent oil producer. 
Mr. Archbold tes­ 
tified that loans aggregating $7,500,000 
had been made to Mr. Barnsdale to 
enable him to continue his oil opera­ 
tions in various parts of the country. 
A part of the contract for the loan 
was that all the crude oil produced 
by Mr. Barnsdale should be carried 
In the Standard’s pipe lines. 
It was like drawing teeth to secure 
an admission that by this loan the 
Standard controlled the crude output 
of Oklahoma, the new state In which 
Governor Haskell has declared the 
Standard had no interest. 
During tile course of the day Mr. 
Archbold testified that former Con­ 
gressman Joseph C. Sibley of Penn­ 
sylvania was identified with the Ga­ 
lena Signal Oil company, a subsidiary 
of the Standard. 
It was to Mr. Sibley 
that Mr. Archbald addressed many of 
bis letters which were made public 
during the recent presidential cam­ 
paign.
